THIRD SESSION. 

FniD.vY, Fob. 1-ith. 
Tha Speaker took tliu (Jli;iii- at 2:05 
o'clock, and iufoniied tho llouso of the 
teaignutiua of M(^HHra. Ihm.slfr mid 
DeCosmos. and of hiu ingdii octt^d writs to 
isBiio for tU.e election of lucinbora to till 
tbu places thaa rouderud vacant. 

Mr. \Yalkem tbeu rose and said that 
ftftor the rosiynation of Mr. DoCoHmos 
Imd been acceptod tho Governor had call- 
ed upon Uiui to form a new Governiuent. 
Ho 8u; 1 that tho poraouuel of the Govern- 
ment remained, with tho exception of Mr. 
DeGoBmos, tho same a» before that resig- 

' nation, ftud stated that bo was prepared 
to answer all constitutional qucsliona 
npoii tho matter which might bo put to 
him. After miituiu oonHidoration ho h.id 
roaolvod to carry out the ii(ili;:v announc- 
«d at tho beginning of tho hcbsion. He 
oould not see how he could do otherwise 
as he conaoientioualy believed it to bi! 
right, and wa« prepared to stand or fall 
by it. With regard to tho bill to change 
the Terms of Union, he wa.s prepared to 
xuake additions of au (>xi)lanatory charac- 
ter to show that it could not involve a 
change in the llailway Terms. As a law 

' yer he thoughtall goailumen in tlx ) same 
profea^ioa as himself v,oald agree witli 
Lis opinion on tho railway clause. He 
thought that that clause ahould not bo 
nlloi ed. Too Can idians ought to go on 
with tho construction until tho time stat- 
ed had oi.pired. and then if they wanted 
a longer peiiod it would be so(Ui enough 
to ask for it. With regard to other mat- 
ters, some changes wore contemplated in 
the estimates; some of tho amounts would 
bo cut 'lowu. He expected the support 
of the House if ho was right, and when 
wrong hu should be ready to bow to its 
decision. 

Mr. liobaon congratulated the Govern- 
ment on tho improvement, bat would 
like to know if tuo members of the Gov- 
ijrunient did resign or not. 

ilr. Walkem — Asa matter of fact, no;

Mr. Xlobsoji did not want to know any-

Mr. NValkem said no lottarsi of resigna- 
tion were sent in. 

Mr. Barnston moved tho first reading 
of a Bill to add the title and duties of a 
Jlinister of Miiu!8 to thohe of one of the 
oiiatiag Ministers.

for auT ouL< vear did nut (yic.v.od tlio ex- 
pKuditure by £5,00 }. If tho rooeiiits ex- 
ceeded the expenditure by, say £1,000, in 
any year the guarantee would only yield 
£4,000 in that year. This was worthy ol 
notice, for it w&nld enable Mr. Mackenzie 
to say hereafter that he in a great degree 
made us a gift of 50,000 pounda. or acon- 
Bidur^ible portion of tiiat largo sum, and 
.that, of conr.^o, it wan und(!rsloi;d \vo 
wore to give something in return. Before 
going further ho must obsurvo that ho 
bad been taxed with incousiBtonoy iu say- 
ing that ho would accept 50,000 ponoda, 
and now in opposing it. Tno answer ' is 
plain. At tlie tinu* lie so Ki)(>k(! Mr. Mac 
kenzio had not declared himself as about 
to aik for relaxation of tno Tonns; and 
again, his attention had not been drawn 
tuthe nature of thopriij.ict as iuipeniing 
tlie Terms of Union, tiince thou ho had 
.become viaer and ho could only likewise 
invito the Qovernmont to reconsider thi.s 
dangerous schenio in the best iiiierests of 
the i'rovince. Again, as to the c'.i.'tO.OiH), 
tlie Cauadiun Government were U(Jt called 
upon to give the Province the money, but 
ojilv tho interest; and it enabled them to 
lirge that they were giving that sum 
to trhich the Province was not entitled 
Who will believe that we aru to receive 
il,2i)0,U0U without yielding something 
Will Mackenzie tell the House of Gojn- 
mouH that ha has made these concossioiis 
to ua without recnivinganytliingiii rrturnV 
Ho dare not do ao, it would bo unfair to 
the other Provinces. Ho ja only tho mo uth- 
.piece of tho majority of the (JumpaoUH. Ho 

muat be generous and evuu honorable to 
us in a great degree, as the House of Com- 
mons roqiiiroit. The fact is the Terms of 
Union are broken. iMr. .Mackenzie says 
Let muat have rolaxatKj'n, that he can't 
keep thorn. . NVe hoaiing this, take from 
him $1,200,000; what does this moan? Any 
man of business could only pa6 ttie one 
eoiuilructiou on the tranauctiuu — that wo 
talio the ono in return for tho ollnu-,— it 

ii at least coudon.itinn. And hero ho 
must complain of the tiovoniment in not 
telograpluiig to Mr. Alackenzio to know 
what ho moant by saying publicly ho 
must have relaxation of tho Terms,. 
A Government which liad the best in- 
toioits of tho Province at heart 
■would liavo demanded his mean- 
ing, and iinspendod all negotiations 
and all legislation on tho HU bjoiM till ho 
doolarod liiniaolf! That wouhl have 
been the prudent course? What would n| 
man of business have done? lie would/ 
have said, Mr. i\Iuokenzio mako your pro- 
position since yon can't k(!nj) tho 'Terms.! 
Wo will conaider;it,und demand suehcon- 
fonsioii.i ns aro just and wiat! for tiiiu I'lO- 
viuce, and of course the now Terms must 
bo Bubmittod to the people for adoption, 

ijiist RB the old Vero dealt with. But. says 
the Goyernmeut, "'v-'e aro taking great 
tiaro in our Bill that- in oiianying sootious 
2 and 12 of the Terms ol LIniou wo aro not 
imnerilintf tho others."

it amounts to nothing, and is 
out a snare. In the first place, what a 
man sa3s is nothingif tho statement is in- 
cfmsisteut with his acta. If wo take over 
the «1,2J0,C00 it muttois under 
tue (i oumutanoes little tnat wc say 
it shall be no waver. Again the ques- 
tion was not simply what wo cousider ol 
tho transaction, but what tho Horso of 
Common.i think also. "'Noither of the 
coutr^icting parlies has a right to inter- 
pret a Treaty according to his own fan- 
cy." The Bill makes no mention that it 
was understood between the two Govern- 
ments, that the rights of the Province ns 
to tho remaining clauses wore roserTed 
by the agroomont; tho correHjioiulenco 
IS silout on tho tiubjoct; ami 
perhaps significantly. Mr.MacUei./.ieoan't 
OJRtunt to a saving rlanso in tiio sense in 
which thisHo.iso wishes hiiu to uuderstKUU 
it. Heci mplaioB he can't keep term t. Will 
ho toll tho House of Commons they muat 
keep ttio o'd T'crms and at the same 
time grant us t'le ^ 1,200,UO;J '? Will ih.i 
llouao of Commons so legislate? iin\)- 
poso they insert clsusea hohtile to our 
i ill rests? (I am assuming the projjosed 
rydor is not a govtrnmout schema If 
It is I shall have a word to say about it ) 
Mr. Mackenzie says ho is to send an 
agent. Unless this agent is ^Ir. De- 
Cosmos, which wo do not wish to think, 
ho will bo too lato for tho ses 
aion. The agent should be hero before, 
not after legislation. If ho conies even 
now his now plans can't bo accepted till 
next session. It is dillicult to avoid sus- 
picion that tho ox-Premier is theiagont, 
or has stood somowbat in the light of 
ono. He confeased bo feared negotia- 
tions. They might bo interminablo and 
dangerous. They mi . lit be very sovoie 
trials to tho jdisinteroHtiHlnoss of tho lo- 
cal Ministers, whoso character might be 
trioil by Dominion patronage. The local 
Government, on the other hand, could ol 
course ofler nothing of that sort to Mac- 
kenzie or his friends. He must 
press that only a general election 
could and should detido on such 
changes. Tho people were consiilteil on 
making the Terms, and why not now ? 
That was tho course of tho sc-calletl 
desj)otio I\IiniBtry. Why, as they were 
termed, should not the ' People's Gov- 
ernment" do the same? Kach was 
placed in a position wliero interost might 
i^onllict with duty, and therefore tliu-e 
might be tlillioulty in acting unpartiully 
and honorably. To imrsuu the course 
they adopted: they had an interest iu 
promoting Uni(ni, as they were thereby 
to obtain pensions, and their duty might 
have bjca to oppose it. The matter was 
prcijierly su1>mitted to a general election, 
that was the course pursued by hoii- 
orablo men. If the Terms woie 
not kept we could coniijlain to the Imper- 
ial Goveriiniont who would take care that 
right should be done.esiiocially as lii t.vcen 
tho weak and strong. But the case of tiio 
Province should not be spoiled by taking 
over concessions which would jeojiardize 
tho Terms, and it would bo argued thoy 
amnunlod to a waver, moreover regard 
also should bo had to tho heavy taxa- 
tion which would bo reciuirod when 
the sum of S050,000 should l o spent. 

He then moved a resolution ''That it 
is unadvjaable to enter inte any negotia 
tions for capitalizing tho Dry Dock guar- 
anteo or to borrow any nioiicy from the 
Dominion (rovernmoiit unlii the liclieine 
of tho Mackenzie Ministry for tho relaxa- 
tion of tho Terms of Union shall bo made 
known. Aud further, that it is improper 
for^the Provincial Government to inter- 
fere in any manner with tho Terms, or 
agree to any new Terms olFored by the 
Mackenzie (.lovernmont until the Bsme 
shall have been submitted to the people 
foradoption." 

Jfr. W'alkem had listened with interost 
and buijiriso to the lion, member for Vic- 
toria, lie wouM not wish to lay his head 
upon his pillow with .•^ucli a siispicions 
mind ( laughter) . Ho suspected even his 
best friends. 

Mr. McCheiglit ro.se to a point of order. 
Ho n-'^ver suspected his friends; he hail 
Ijorhaps suspected one of his late col- 
leagues (hearnnd laughter). 

Mr. Humphreys rose to a joint of or- 
der and (itjjected to the personal manner 
in which tlio Hon. Mr. Walkcni was car- 
rying on the debate. 

Hon. Mr. Walkem continued — Ho ob- 
jeetod to the usaertion that wo ought to 
consider men's actions rather than wotds, 
and continued to apeak of wliat lie face- 
tiously calLid Ilia litth) Bill, and said Mr. 
McCreight spoke of jilr. Muekeiizie as il 
he thought him a liaby, and perhaps he 
thought the House wero also b.ibies us he 
feomcd to think they might be so easily 
taken in. It would be ulivays easy to 
stop tha breaking of the terms by saying 
"No." He abused the Canadian^ for do- 
ing nothing for the iirovinco and referred 
again to the "nail f^ictory," He thoughl 
tli.o Canadians could not claim, oven after 
the receipt of tho §1,200,000 by us, to 
have done anything for this Province to 
justify tho breaking of the Terms'. He 
said that he bad read in the Globe that 
sums had been voted only to tickle tho 
palates of British Coluinbiinis, and that il 
was true. Wo had bci^ll iH'Oliiised tlia!. we 
should have a Mililia and that our Indian 
atl'airs wore to be alti iidoil to, and now 
the whites threatened to bo scalp. 'd. He 
could II. )t see why Vattel should be ciuot- 
< d only to ebow Uiat it took twoto make a 
bargain. Ho would put a clause, in the 
Bill to ])rovidethat tho acee]itance of the 
money shall not act as a waver of the 
Terms or the immediate construction of 
the liailway. Ho would also add a ehiuse 
that this Act shall not i^omn into ojiera- 
tiou until the consent of the Gov. Geu'l 
is obtained, He complained bitterly of the 
remarks about an agent of Mr. Mckenzie, 
and said they ought to have been minle 
while Mr DeCosmos was in the House. He 
claimed that ho was fr-jo and iiidi'iiendent 
and would not allow any skulking agcMits 
t(t come around him. Tho Hpce.'li of IMr. 
McCreight was like shooting landlords 
from behind hedges in Tipporary, and he 
asked several times and witli manycdiangeM 
of pliraso and tone whether VicKnia 
would not be ashaniod of iMr McCreight 
on this day. He would bow with ros[)(U't 
to tho names of the rosjiectablo citizens 
who had signed tho petition, but as stjiiie 
of thorn coofossod that they had not road 
tho reports, he thought tliat tho (iovorii- 
lueiit knew more about the subject than 
t\wy did. That tho meeting deemed it 
nnadvisablo might bo lrue,biit ho thought 
that tho House deiiuiod it advisablo was 
equally forcible, and- if the Ministers 
and the Hoiiso wore not the best judgei; 
iu tJie matter they woro not fit for their 
Sposition, The meeting «aid tho Govern- 
ment was wrong; that was what it moant. 
'The fjupstion was, however, whothor the 
constituonoy of Victoria was going to rule 
tha rest. Ho contondod that the welfare 
of a port must give way whenever it camo 
into collision with the welfare of tho 
wbvlo. He ezjpUioed «,%. aoa.k length that 



tho S050,000 was tho diilerenco of debt 
allowed us on tho readjustment of the 
Provincial debts, and .said that it was tho 
Alaodonald Government which proposed 
to give it to us; that declining to take it 
was equivalent to Ba,Tiug wo could alTord 
Is lenil a million to Canada at B per cent. 
Ho talked at considorablo length to tho 
gidli ries about tho br.jkeii docu's and w in- 
dows iu ^'ictoria and the ])roof all'orded 
by this that there was not capital in tho 
country to emjiloy labor. Ho said the 
horny-fisted Ltborora ought to have 
signed the petition rather than those who 
had done so and he would then have felt 
inclined to kneel down in respect to tlumi 
Ijccaiise they saw want stai-ing them in 
the face. It was sinqily a question wlii^- 
tlior {?100 ov ij5 a year would be of 
most u.ie to us. Wo ought not to folio vv 
the example of those who objected to the 
borrowing of money for the ouustruction 
of the Cariboo road and tliought it bet- 
tor to travel in canoes rather than st<'aiii- 
ors. He hoped that Mr. Speaker \\oild 
agroo with him that progress was iieces- 
s;iry. To assnag(! fears which bad been 
ex|n-eased that the Legislature were sell- 
ing its country ho would cast tho light of 
reason upon it and seo if it would blow 
this cliatl' out of the House. The'nuthor 
of the statement that .S1,000,000 a year 
slioi'ld be paid to ua whether the railway 
went on or not knew it to bo false when 
he niiide it. Thu peoide had l.)een de- 
ceived by i)ersoiis outsith; of this House 
and it was a gross frauil. It was used by 
tlioseundor the guise of honesty who 
ought to Imvo been above such business. 
Ho did not blame hou members for being 
cautious; and ho would, therefore, ado|)t 
anything that was oil'ered in reason pro- 
vided it did "ut defeat tho object 
of the (iovrrnnie;it. He tliorofore 
|)ro|)osed that the act should have no ef- 
fect until it had receive tho assent of tho 
Governor-General. It was the Maedon- 
ald Ministry — our friends — that ollered 
us the Terms; and when our enemies 
came into power they oH'erod us tho same 
advantages. This Bill did not propose to 
iiiterfeu! with any other tdrms. The 
linn, gentleman had stated if a tele- 
giMui was received from Mr. Mackenzie 
oU'ering the ea.-h that l.o would , vote for 
this measure; but he now stated that Mr. 
iMackeuzie'a aildress threatening "relaxa- 
tion" had nidiiced him to change his 
mind. He dn^w no distinction between 
.\Ir. ^Mackenzie's address, written to at- 
tract votes in Ontario, and his written 
jiledi^e. (Oil.) /\ Hiii.i! iniiy u.se str'.'nger 
language at the polls ti.an ho would use 
in the House. At the tirstllush, Mr. Wal- 
kem acknowledged, that he was opposed 
to the schtune: but he had lately became 
(convinced that it w.-is proper ami ought to 
be undertaken, and that it would bo aid- 
(.'d by the In)|ierial (bn-ernineiit. This 
work was a legacy left to the House by tho 
industry of tho lato I'reuii(>r, and ho be- 
lieved that there would bi! such a roviil- 
sion of popular fooling within six months 
that the people would bo ashamed of the 
position they had taken on this question 
Mr. Walkem sat down amiil faintapplaiise. 

[.Mr. McCreight here presented a i)oti- 
f^ou signed by upwards of 1,000 citizens of 
Victoria and vicinity, praying that tho 
Terms of Union bo not tampered with. It 
was ordered to lie i)riiitpd.J
